And thereupan they agreed. 
But when FatherLewis underſiood after from the woman, that ſhe had no ready m 


he began to ſtorm, and to be ina great palhionz yet at laſt he was contented to tak 
own Bond for the Thirty pound} but took the Bond in a Friends narnc, and caus, 

Woman to givea warrant to an Attorney to confeſs Judgmentupon the Bond, whic 

done accordingly; and the money was to be paid within fix Weeks, within whicn 
Father Lewis undertook peremptorily to have the Man's Soul out of Purgatory 1nto 

ven, and fo they parted, and the woman hexeby much comforted. 

Afﬀterwards,as ſoon as ever the ſix Weeks were overand the money became due,F 
Lewis (ent to the poor Womanyto come to him again,and as ſoone as ever ſhe came,ne 
duc'd unto her 2 Book with gildedLeaves, and rcd Letterszand atter he had tumblc 
Leaves of the book backward and forward; he clapt the book to his car, and the! 
thus, looking into the book.

r agreement with her, which was, that ſhe ſhould pay five pound more forthwith and* 
other fifceen pound within a quarterof a year after; andif ſhe failed, then to .xender her 
y to prifon, and ſuffer Excommunication. | 

after this, the poor Woman made hard ſhift to pay Father Lewis the Five pound, but 

pre the other Fifteen was due, a man of the Proteftant Religior, ſolicited © the poor 
oman for Marriage. The poor woman ingenuouſly and conſcientiouſly confels'd un. 
tim T hat ſhe was worth nothing, but was in debt to ber Ghoſtly Father Lewis Fifteen 

wd; Andacquainted him how, and for what ſhe came to be ſo indebted, This man, 
withſtanding , marries her, and afterwards by degrees, drew her from the Romany 
urch, to the Church of Exgland; and then brought her before a Juſtice of Peace, to 
om ſhe diſcover'd all this upon Oath. 

And this Woman knowing where her holy Confeſſor Lewis us?d to hide himſelf, uns 

x Ground, under a clay Floor, cunningly contrived in a poor deſpicable Cottage; and 

ng now exaſperated at the Holy Cheat, and defirous, as is moſi juſt, to catch his perſon, 

he would have catched hers; and endeavouring to have ſatisfaftion from him for the 
ney he ( with ſo much uncharitableneſ(s_) cheated her of,did conduR a Juſtice of Peace 

the pJace, where they found and unkenneled the Fox, and from thence the Juftice of 

ace ſent Father Lewis to Monumonth Gaol, where ;he now continues.
